Whereas the Government have directed the survey of lands comprised 
in survey numbers noted below , it is hereby notified under subsection ( 1) 
of section 6 of the Kerala Survey and Boundaries Act, 1961 that survey 
operation will be started in the village soon and the survey numbers of the 
village noted below will be demarcated and surveyed and that every person 
claiming to be interested in the registered lands situated within or 
adjoining the undermentioned ! lands is hereby invited to attend 
immediately either in person or by agent on the Surveyor, employed in the 
locality and also from time to time, when called upon for the purpose of 
pointing out the boundaries and supplying information in connection 
therewith . 

Under subsection ( 2 ) of section 6 of the said Act, this notification 
shall be held to be a valid notice to every person having any interest in the 
said lands.

THE KANAM TENANCY ABOLITION (SECOND AMENDMENT) 

ORDINANCE, 1979 


Promulgated by the Governor of Kerala in the Thirtieth Year of the 
Republic of India. 


AN 


ORDINANCE 


further to amend the Kanam Tenancy Abolition Act, 1976 . 

Preamble . — WHEREAS the Legislative Assembly of the State of Kerala 
is not in session and the Governor of Kerala is satisfied that circumstances exist 
which render it necessary for her to take immediate action ; 

AND WHEREAS instructions from the President have been obtained 
in pursuance of the proviso to clause (1 ) of article 213 of the Constitution of 
India ; 

NOW , THEREFORE , in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1 ) 
of article 213 of the Constitution of India , the Governor of Kerala is pleased 
to promulgate the following Ordinance : 

1. Short title and commencement.- (1) This Ordinance may be called 
the Kanam Tenancy Abolition (Second Amendment) Ordinance, 1979. 

( 2) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 1st day of 
January , 1970. 

2. Act 16 of 1976 to be temporarily amended. — During the period of operation 
of this Ordinance, the Kanam Tenancy Abolition Act, 1976 ( 16 of 1976 ) 
(hereinafter referred to as the principal Act), shall have effect subject to the 
amendment specified in section 3. 

3. Insertion of new section 5A . — After section 15 ofthe principal Act, the 
following section shall be inserted , namely : 

" 154. Restoration of possession of certain holdings sold for arrears of 
jenmikaram .- (1) Notwithstanding anything to the contrary contained in 
any law , or in any judgment, decrec or order of court, where any holding has 
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been sold in execution of a decrec for arrears of ienmikaram and the kanan 
tenant has been dispossessed of the holding after the appointed day and before 
the date of publication of the Kanam Tenancy Abolition (Second Amendment) 
Ordinance, 1979, in the Gazette, such sale shall stand set aside and such 
kanam tenant shall, subject to the provisions of this section , be entitled to 
restoration of possession of the holding . 

( 2) Any person entitled to restoration of possession of his holding 
under sub-section (1) may, within a period of three months from the date of 
publication of the Kanam Tenancy Abolition (Second Amendment) 
Ordinance, 1979 , in the Gazette , deposit an amount equal to the arrears of 
jenmikaram for the one year immediately preceding the appointed day in the 
court which passed the decree and apply to that court for setting aside the 
sale and for restoration of possession of his holding: 


Provided that where the holding has been sold to a purchaser other than 
the decree- holder, the amount to be deposited under this sub -section shall 
be equal to the purchase money together with interest at the rate of six 
percent per annum , 


(3 ) The court shall, if satisfied after such summary inquiry as it deems 
fit, set aside the sale and restore the applicant to possession of his holding . 

(4 ) Where the amount deposited under sub-section ( 2) is not found 
sufficient, the court shall not pass an order under sub -section (3) unless the 
deficit amount is deposited in the court within such period as the court may 
direct. 


(5 ) The court may also order the applicant to deposit in the court 
such amount as may be specified by it towards costs of the auction purchaser 
and the value of improvements , if any, effected on the holding after the 
sale ." .
